.tants ; and that both their Principles and Deſign hath 
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= Tendcncy to introduce Popery and arbritrary Power 


again to theſe Lands: Alſo, we reckon it a great Vice

> riging like fierce Tygers, plundering Houſes, and burn- 
ing ſ others, with the Barns and Barn-yards full of Vic- 
tual, and clcanſing the Fields of Cattle, and rouping 

I them, with other Goods, on the Sabbath Day in the 
Inch of Perth, as they had their Plays and Diverſions 
on the other Inch, on the ſame Day; and the fame 


Courſe of Deſtruction and Devaſtation they followed, 
till they came to Aberdeen, and there They fettled a 
while, glutting themſelves with the Spoil of the Coun- 


try, curſing and blaſpheming the Name of GOD, mock- 
ing and inſulting their. Reprovers, and horribly profa- 
ning the Sabbath by Idleneſs and Gaming and other. 
| Debaucherics, in contempt of GOD and Man, as if

are guilty in a moſt grievous Manner; and in Particular, 
their Armies, who ſurpaſses all the Armies and People 
of the Earth in this Vice; and all by the Encourage- 
ment and Example of their profane Duke, who is reck- 


oned the moſt bloody and blaſphemous Swearer in Bri- 


tain, as he is the Chief and Pattern of all other horrible 
Vices and Crimes and fo deſerves the higheſt Puniſh- 
ment, yet he and his moſt wicked and profane Army, 


not only eſcapes Puniſhment (which they richly de- 


ferve) but are careſſed and rewarded, and encou- 
raged by the profane State, and flattered by the 
Antichriſtian and Laodicean Churches, which can- 
not fail, but to bring the tremenduous Wrath of a ho- 
ly and a jealous GOD upon a Land of ſuch Abomina- 


tions and Wickedneſs as this. |

Error, ſpread and propagated with violent Paſſion, that 
Dominion is founded upon mere Nature, excluſive of
